I found this book the most enjoyable exonumia catalogue of them all to read 
through. There is lots of interesting background information on many categories, plus 
short historical vignettes and anecdotes scattered throughout the listings. The value 
of older pre-statehood Hawaiian tokens has skyrocketed! That is reason enough to get 
this book. The only problem I found with the book is that there are some errors in 
she numbering of the tokens and page references, plus some typo errors and sentence 
fragments, probably the result of the text having been computerized. The book is
